whatever, there is such a thing as the 
right to earn a living, of which no 
man can be deprived by any rule, regu- 
lation or practice of a combination of 
employers. 
This decision is virtually 


aimed at the blacklisting processes in 
vogue in some quarters, but goes much 
farther than decisions on similar ques- 
tions in other states than Illinois. 
There must be good ground for putting 


workingman under the ban and de- 


priving him of his right to earn a liv- 
ing."

The reopening of the India mints to 


the free coinage of silver with the re- 
opening of the French and American 
mints promise an adjustment of the 
quBstion., Great Britain is said to be 
'willing to open tho India mints, and 
IFranoe will do her part. The question 
jemaining is what will the United 
States do. Unless it assents to opening 
its mints to equal coinage, Franco and 
Great Britain will draw back, and a 
great opportunity be lost. Although 
not officially confirmed, advices from 
Europe make it extremely probably 
that negotiations have reached 
its 


point. It 
is discussed by financial 


•writers as the next pointed phase of 
the silver question. 


The India mints were closed by the 


British government to the free and un- 
etricted coinage of silver, to which 
they had been open since 1835, on the 
26th of June, 1893. 
Within fonr days 


Bilvor fell in tho London market 5%d 
per ounce. Later thore was a recovery, 
but tbon came the repeal of the Sher- 
man purchasing law on this side which, 
vrith the demonetization of silver in 
India, sent tho price of silver whirl- 
ing downward, 
Sinco then the price 


ia London has never beou long above 
30d, and is now about 27 Kd. 


Wo have an official table before -as, 


giving the price of bar silver in London 
from 1833 to 18!>G, from which it ap- 
pears that in the-iO years from 183:? 
to 1873, when silver was demonetized 
oy the United States, it had ranged in 
value in the London market from 00;.; 
to 59 V% an ounce. 
The latter figure*, 


or rather 59%, is the equivalent of 
JJ 1.29 in this country, and this stands 
for 16 to 1. 
With silver at $l.2n an- 


onnce the commercial value and the 
coinage value of 10 to 1 tire equalized.

Some weeks ago mention was made 


in the Times of a suit being brought 
by the Burgess Steel and Iron works 
against George Kinsey, who had form- 
erly traveled for them, to recover 
§14,000. 
Immediately 
afterwards 


Kiusey brought two suits in the courts 
of Hamilton county against the above 
firm for damages—one suit for $80,000, 
the other §50,000. The sheriff of Ham- 
ilton county met Levi D. York in Cin- 
cinnati 
and served the summons on 


him as president of the 
company. 


Holcomb & Finney, of this city, at- 
torneys for the Bnrgess, were present 
when the case was callea for trial last 
week, before Judge Jelke, of the com- 
mon pleas court 
The attorneys con- 


tended that under the laws of Ohio an 
incorporation can only»be sued in the 
county in which it has its principal 
office and place of business, unless it 
also has an office and agent in another 
county. In that case they could be sued 
in that county. 
In this case the Bur- 


gess had neither office nor agent in 
Hamilton county. Motion was made 
to set aside ; the sheriff's return as to 
service of summons. The court sus- 
tained this motion, which 
decision 


throws the suit out of the courts of 
Hamilton county, and Mr. Kinsey will' 
have to come to Bcioto county courts 
to reopen the suit. 


This is an important decision that 


will be of interest to all business men 
and manufacturers, as otherwise any 
officer of an incorporation might be 
served with a summons in suit against 
the company in any county in the state, 
although the officer so served might • 
not be in that county on business of the' 
incorporation, or might devote but i 
little time to the business of the incor- 
poration when at home. 
This would 


put the company to great expense in 
defending a suit so far from its home 
office,

that Mr. Brnshart was just alive in a 
measure prepared the friends and rela 
tives for the sad news, but nevertheless 
it was a" great shook. Few men hac 
more warm personal friends than Peter 
Brnshart. 'A big-hearted, whole-aonlet 
gentleman, he was always ready to 
stand by his friends and aid them in 
every way possible. 
It cannot bo saic 


of him that he turned his back upon a 
friend in time of trouble. 


Mr. Brushart's last illness dated 


from June 30th, when he rode sixteen 
miles from his lumber camp to Pike- 
ville, Ky., and back in the hot sun. 
He was overheated and compelled to 
take to his bed shortly after his return. 
He gradually grew worse, and when a 
physician was summoned he found him 
suffering from congestion of the brain. 
Then Dr. S. S. Halderuian was called 
to attend him. 
He gave his friends 


but slight hopes of Mr. Brushart'a ulti- 
mate recovery. 
The latter lingered 


about a week or ten days, gradually 
growing weaker, until the end came. 


Mr. Bruahart was the son of Peter 


Brushart, being named for his father. 
He was born in Germany, Pike county, 
June loth, 18G1, and was therefore 
only 80 year." of age—iu the prime ol 
life. 
In 1883 he went into the genera: 


merchandise business in Germany, Pike 
county, and was engaged in this busi- 
ness for a number of years. 
Later he 


came to this city and organized the 
Brushart Lumber company. Mr. Brns- 
hart had charge of the business. 
In 


the meantime, with 0. F. Stnbbs, he 
purchased and sawed an immense tract 
of lumber at Brushart, Ky., about fif- 
teen miles baok of Vanooburg. In the 
business depression a few years ago 
the Brnshart Lumber company was 
forced to make an assignment and its 
business wound up. Mr. Brushart then 
succeeded 
in interesting The Kirk- 


Chriaty Lumber company, of Cleveland, 
in a valuable piece of timber land in 
Pike county, Ky. 
Through them he 


purchased this tract about two years 
ago and has since been actively en- 
gaged in getting out lumber m that 
seation. His business was conducted 
on an immense scale and he expected 
to get out 15,000,000 feet of lumber 
this season. 
He employed over one 


hundred and fifty men. Mr. Brushart 
thoroughly understood the lumber busi- 
ness and this enabled him to keep his 
immense business well m hand. Had 
he lived he would have made a fortune 
out of the preaent deal. As it is, it is 
doubtful whether or not another man 
can take hold of his business aud bring 
it through successfully. 


Personally, Mr. Brushart was a mag- 


nificent specimen of physical manhood, 
Over six feet in height and well-pro- 
portioned, he attracted attention every- 
where. 
It is a matter of sincere regret 


that he was snatched away in the 
prime of life. 


Pew men were better qualified by 


nature to be,a leader of men than the 
deceased. Pleasant, firm' and of un- 
daunted oourage, he was just the man 
to accomplish hazardous undertakings. 
3e had been in the mountains of West 
Virginia a little over one year, going 
among peojile, many of whom were 
notorious 
characters, yet he 
soon 


brought them to love and respect him 
and while he lay on his "death bed, 
from fifty to two hundred of these 
mountaineers were at all times in at- 
tendance, eager to hear the news from 
the sick room. And when the sad news 
was imparted that his life had gone out 
forever, many tears trickled down the 
cheeks lof these rough mountaineers. 
They felt in their hearts that they had 
lost a friend, firm and true. ^The body, 
at their request, was allowed to re- 
main at Edgarton until noon today, in 
order that all who knew and esteemed 
him might have the opportunity of 
paying their last respects to the man 
who had done so muoh for them. Hun- 
dreds of people came in from the mono- 
tain regions. 


The deceased leaves two brothers, 


John P. and Jacob J., one sister, Mrs. 
Schwartz, of this city, and a wife and 
four children to mourn his death. The 
body will be brought down on the 6:15 
N. & W. train this afternoon, and the

For that 
reason, and to prevent the possibility 
of a recurrence, the guards have been 
placed at the Soioto bridge. It will be 
remembered that during the trouble a 
couple of years ago, many threats were 
made about blowing up this bridge and 
that it was patroled' by armed guards 
for many weeks.

tariff act, some of them, it is feared, 
being incapable of reconciliation.

as pointed out that section 262 places 
the duty on plums at 
25 cents per 


•bushel, and section 264 fixes -the rate 
at 2 cents per pound. An error 
in 


these paragraphs as to currants was 
corrected in conference. 


Another section fixes the 
rate of 


duty on 'hides of cattle at 15 cents a 
pound and admits raw skins free. The 
question involved is the classification 
of calfskins, it being contended that 
commercially calfskins are not classed 
as hides of cattle, and hence are enti- 
tled to free entry, which is believed 
to be contrary to the purpose of con- 
gress. 


Attention 'is also called to the fact 


that the provision as to licenses for 
customs brokers was, by inadvertence, 
it is believed, left out of the act. Cir- 
culars are in preparation construing a 
number of the sections of *he act. 
Persons entering this country are per- 
mitted, under certain restrictions, to 
bring with them duty free a reason- 
able amount of furniture. This, is in- 
terpreted to mean such furniture as 
would be reasonable and useful for the 
personal use of persons in their condi- 
tion in life.
